Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 5-29, 33-49 and 57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art disclose in their entirety, or in combination, the claimed detector substrate 
and a circuit substrate supporting an array of read-out circuits corresponding to an 
array of sense volumes: wherein each of the read-out circuits is switchable between 
first and second charge integration modes for receiving charge from a corresponding 
sense volume, and includes a charge integration circuit configured in the first charge 
integration mode to integrate charge corresponding to sensing of a single ionising 
radiation detection event in a corresponding sense volume and configured in the 
second charge integrating mode to integrate charge corresponding 

to sensing a plurality of ionising radiation detection events in the corresponding sense 
volume.
